
MyTix on NY Bus Routes 

Following the launch of the MyTix mobile 
app on our rail system and most South 
Jersey bus routes, NJ TRANSIT will offer 
its North Jersey interstate bus customers 
this popular mobile ticketing app. 

Bus customers on routes serving Lower 
Manhattan and the Port Authority and 
George Washington Bridge bus terminals 
will be able to purchase monthly inter¬ 
state bus passes using the MyTix mobile 
app, which is available for download on 
iOS and Android mobile devices from the 
App Store and Google Play. Check 
www.njtransit.com for the official launch. 

The MyTix mobile app is also available 
for most rail ticket types on all rail lines 
and for monthly interstate/intrastate 
passes on most South Jersey bus routes, 
with further expansion plans underway. 

The MyTix app is fast, easy and secure. 
After creating a user profile, customers 
can purchase their monthly pass through 
the app — similar to one of our ticket 
vending machines — by selecting a ticket 
type, choosing their trip and selecting a 
payment method. 

Bus monthly passes self-activate at mid¬ 
night on the first day of the calendar 
month for which they are valid and 
remain active throughout that month. 
Active tickets will immediately be dis¬ 
played when you select the MyTix icon 
on your mobile device. Simply show the 
monthly pass on your mobile device to 
the bus operator when boarding the bus. 

MyTix also offers customers a multi- 
payment option (up to two credit cards), 
the use of a commuter benefit card, a his¬ 
tory of purchases for a quick repurchase, 
and a favorites option to save your 
favorite trips. For more information, visit 
www.njtransit.com/mytix .

Winter Travel Tips 

♦ Check www.njtransit.com before comm¬ 
uting, sign up for My Transit alerts, foll¬ 
ow us on Facebook or Twitter, and listen 
to television/radio reports for weather 
conditions to determine if bus, rail, light 
rail or Access Link service is affected. 

♦ Do not rush to your bus stop, light rail 
station or train station. 

♦ Keep a safe distance from 
the edge of train station 
platforms or bus stop curbs; 
ice and snow may cause 
slippery conditions. 

♦ Hold the hands of children 
when boarding or exiting 
trains or buses and be aware 
of their location at all times. 

♦ During snowy, freezing conditions, some 
center doors may not open to prevent 
potential malfunctions and delays. 

♦ Keep your mobile devices charged to 
monitor for sudden travel changes and 
to allow you to call for help if needed. 

♦ Map out alternative travel plans if 
needed to help you get home safely 
by using the Trip Planner on 
www.njtransit.com. 


Platform and Railcar Safety Tips 

♦ Remember that differences exist in 
platform gap width and height. 

♦ Be aware of the platform edge when 
boarding the train. 

♦ Take your time when stepping on 
and off the train. 

♦ Avoid distractions such as electro¬ 
nic devices when getting on and off 
the train. 

♦ Ask for assistance if you need help or 
when using a mobility device. 

♦ Watch your step when getting up 
from your seat. 
Do not stand 
on multilevel 
railcar steps 
while the train 
is in motion. 

Use hand-holds 
when going up 
or down multi¬ 
level railcar 

stairs. 

♦ Hold on at all times if you are 
standing on a train. 

♦ Be careful of the luggage rack when 
getting up from your seat.

NJ TRANSIT continues to offer its customers 
expanded access to WiFi. One of our most 
recent additions is the Port Authority Bus 
Terminal (PABT), with bus customers helping 
us test the new sys¬ 
tem. PABT customers 
can connect to the 
WiFi test site — 

" NJT_WiFi” — to 
access transit infor¬ 
mation and other 
internet services 
except video stream¬ 
ing. The input we 
receive from cus¬ 
tomers during the test period will enable us 
to make the system more sturdy and sustain¬ 
able. 


Meanwhile, in partnership with 
Optimum, nearly 60 rail stations and ter¬ 
minals are equipped with WiFi access, a 
number that continues to grow. To see if 
Optimum WiFi is available at your 
boarding station, go to 
www.njtransit.com and click on 
"Rider Tools" —> "Station & 

Parking Info." If the station has WiFi 
access, a WiFi image will appear to 
the right of the station name. 

More stations are being added to 
the list on a regular basis so check 
back frequently for updates.

NJ TRANSIT has streamlined its Quiet 
Commute program effective January 20, 
2015, offering 
extended hours and 
first-time availability 
on the Atlantic City 
Rail Line. 

Designated Quiet 
Commute cars are 
available on all trains on our commuter 
rail system, arriving at or departing from 
terminal stations on weekdays between 
6 a.m. and 8 p.m. based on the following: 
♦ Northeast Corridor, Raritan 
Valley, Morris & Essex and 
Montclair-Boonton lines to/from 
Newark Penn/New York Penn — 
First and last open cars on all trains. 


♦ Morris & Essex, Montclair- 
Boonton, Main/Bergen County, 

Port Jervis and Pascack Valley 
lines to/from Hoboken — First open 
car traveling to Hoboken and last open 
car traveling from Hoboken. 

♦ North Jersey Coast Line — First and 
last open cars on all trains except Bay 
Head shuttles, which will be the first 
open car at the front of the train. 

♦ Atlantic City Rail Line — First open 
car traveling toward Philadelphia and 
last open car traveling to Atlantic City.
